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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . All outstanding rejections except for those given below are withdrawn in light of 
applicant's amendment filed 9/23/2005. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior office action. 

3. The new grounds of rejection set forth below are necessitated by applicant's amendment 
filed 9/23/2005. In particular, claim 41 is new. Thus, the following action is properly made 
final. 



Claim Objections 

4. Applicant is advised that should claim 30 be found allowable, claim 41 will be objected 
to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, 
despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other 
as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. Claims 21, 23-28, 30-39, and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nyssen (WO 00/60015). 

The rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 8 of Office action mailed 3/30/2005 and 
is incorporated here by reference. 
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With respect to new claim 41, the previously given rejection adequately encompasses this 
new claim. 

6. Claims 29 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nyssen 
(WO 00/60015) in view of Batdorf (US 5,268,203). 

The rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 9 of Office action mailed 3/30/2005 and 
is incorporated here by reference. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 9/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, applicant argues (A) that the surface modified carbon blacks including 
carboxyl-containing carbon black are not the presently claimed modified carbon products since 
they do not contain an organic group and (B) that since Nyssen relates to aqueous coating 
compositions, it cannot render obvious the presently claimed non-aqueous coating composition. 

With respect to argument (A), carboxyl groups contain carbon and are therefore organic. 
Furthermore, note paragraph 0030 of applicant's specification which states that representive 
attached groups include -COO- and -COOH. 

With respect to argument (B), the term "non-aqueous coating composition," when read in 
its broadest light, describes a coating composition which contains non-aqueous solvents but does 
not exclude aqueous solvents. As described in paragraph 8 of Office action mailed 3/30/2005, 
the present disclosure teaches the use of water up to 20 %, and Nyssen' s disclosure discloses the 
use of non-aqueous solvents in an amount up to 55 wt %. Therefore, Nyssen clearly reads on the 
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presently claimed invention. Case law holds that while claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
